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T H E more milk and butterfat a 
1 cow produces, the greater the 
farmer's return for the feed con­ 
sumed, says the Blue Valley Cream­ 
ery Institute. This statement should 
not discourage the man with (what 
he believes are) average farm cows, 
because an average cow, properly 
fed, is more profitable than a good 
cow poorly fed. 
The most important factor in de­ 
termining the amount of profit a 
cow makes is yearly production. A 
tester in a Virginia cow' testing as­ 
sociation studied the records of 
over 400 cows and grouped them 
according to their butterfat produc­ 
tion. To the returns received (from 
the average cow in each group) the 
value of the manure and of a day- 
old grade calf were added. From 
this amount was subtracted the la­ 
bor and overhead charges, and the 
result was taken to be the amount 
received for the feed consumed. 
Then it was figured out what re­ 
turns were received for each of the 
different feed items in each of the 
Afferent groups. 
The result of the tester's work is 
shown graphically in the accom­ 
panying chart. 
After paying all 
other charges, cows making less 
than 150 lbs. of butterfat returned 
$8.2o per ton for hay, and $21.70 
per ton for grain. The next group 
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of cows returned $20.84 for hay 
and $48.04 for grain, while the 
heaviest producers returned $33.10 
for hay and $92A2 for gain, after 
all other costs had been checked 
up against the cow. 
Many average cows can be *‘f/sd 
up” and “made” into better, row® 
profitable cows. The Institute cites 
the case of Mr. Chester Olmstead. 
a farmer in La Salle County, Illi­ 
nois. Mr. Olmstead, by using the 
Institute's better feeding plan, in­ 
creased the butterfat production an 
average of approximately a pound 
of fat per cow over the previous 
ear's record on the same five cows, 
r. Olmstead never claimed that 
his cows were anything but plain, 
everyday, farm cows. But through 
the better feeding plan he “fed 
his 193-pound butterfat cows into 
the 250-pound-butterfat class. As a 
result, his returns on the feed con­ 
sumed by his cows were much high­ 
er. His extra profit of $124.71 over 
and above the previous year's profit 
on the same five cows in the same 
barn is something most farmers 
with average cows could easily try 
for—and accomplish. All that most 
average cows need is a chance to do 
better on better than average fe e l­ 
ing. 
To get better profits make 
fewer cows produce more per cow.

EVEN COWS ENJOY A 
HOME SWEET HOME 


No one who has ever built a house 
can forget the many happy evenings 
spent in reading 
books, 
examining 
pictures, and studying blueprints in 
preparation for the task of planning 
the future home. 


Truly, a man can say 
that 
“his 
home is his castle” when the job 
is 
done and the family moves in. 


The enthusiast in dairying should 
be just as interested 
in 
providing 
suitable quarters for his cows. 
For 
surely they are the “geese that lay 
the golden egs” of profits and it has 
been proved time and again that the 
amount of milk a cow gives can be 
influenced by the manner in 
which 
she is housed. 
When you consider that a modern 
dairy cow will produce as much milk 
in one month as a scrub cow allowed 
to shift for itself gives 
during 
a 
milking season you 
know 
there 
is 
something more than .rust breeding 
and feeding to account for it. 
In the next two or three articles we 
shall discuss this important subject 
of dairy barn construction and 
a r­ 
rangement. 
First let us take up the 
location and the type of barn. 
From the standpoint of drainage 
and fresh air. high ground is desir­ 
able. 
If too high, cold winds in win­ 
ter and the difficulty of hauling feed 
up to the barn are things to consider. 
Later on we shall point out the de­ 
sirability of having running water 
in the barns, and a hilltop location 
might prevent that. 
A gently sloping hill, w*ith a south­ 
ern exposure, is very good. 
In 
any 
event the cow barn should run north 
and south, or nearly so, in order that 
both the morning and afternoon sun 
may shine in on the stalls. 
Sanita­ 
tion, as my readers know, is now be­ 
coming a m atter of law in many lo­ 
calities, where officials who have 
to 
do with the health of the community 
are regulating the barns where the 
milk is produced. 
Keep this one thought in mind. A 
cow does her best work at producing 
milk 
during 
the 
warm 
summer 
months. 
The more comfortable you 
make her in cold weather the g reat­ 
er will be your profits. 
Several types of barns are now in 
use on American farms. 
In the cold­ 
er States the basement barn is pop­ 
ular. 
It is made by digging out the 
side of a hill so that one or two sides 
of the second story will be on a lev­ 
el with the ground. 
This makes a 
warm barn in winter and a cool barn 
in summer, but it may be far 
from 
healthy because of lack of ventila­ 
tion. 
Perhaps the commonest 
type 
is 
the plain two-story building with 
a 
stable on the first floor and 
hayloft 
and storage space above. 
Sometimes 
the first story w’alls 
are 
made 
of 
stone. 
If built according to approv­ 
ed principles this is a very satisfac­ 
tory type. 
Good lighting and ven­ 
tilation can be secured. 
One 
com­ 
mon fault in such a barn is that the 
ceiling, or the floor above the 
live 
stock, may not be tight. 
Dust filters 
through, and the odor from the sta ­ 
bles goes all through the upstairs. 
Dairymen generaly favor the one- 
story barn because of the better san­ 
itation it affords. 
Usually it is made 
wide enough for two rows 
of cows. 
The roof is well constructed so as to 
provide plenty of warmth. 
In 
erate cliamtes cupolas can be built to 
provide ventilation, providing 
they 
can be closed up in case of 
storms 
and severe cold spells. 
In the case of a one-story 
barn, 
the hay and feed will have to be stor­ 
ed elsewhere. 
Sometimes one end is 


raised two stories to provide space 
for hay. Some farmers keep 
cattle 
in open sheds all year around, using 
a stable for 
milking 
and 
feeding 
only. 
This makes for rugged, heal­ 
thy animals. 
The round barn is advocated by a 
number of experts. 
Friends of 
the 
round barn say it is far cheaper, re­ 
quiring a similar space than does 
a 
| rectangular building.

No one who has ever built a house 
can forget the many happy evenings 
spent in reading 
books, 
examining 
pictures, and studying blueprints in 
preparation for the task of planning 
the future home. 
Truly, a man can say 
that 
"his 
home is his castle" when the job 
is 
done and the family moves in. 
The enthusiast in dairying should 
be just as interested 
in 
providing 
suitable quarters for his cows. 
For 
surely they are the "geese that lay 
the golden egs" of profits and it has 
been proved time and again that the 
amount of milk a cow gives can be 
influenced by the manner in 
which 
she is housed. 
When you consider that a modern 
dairy cow will produce as much milk 
in one month as a scrub cow allowed 
to shift for itself gives 
during 
a 
milking season you 
know 
there 
is 
something more than Just breeding 
and feeding to account for it. 
In the next two or three articles we 
shall discuss this important subject 
of dairy barn construction and 
a r­ 
rangement. 
First let us take up the 
location and the type of barn. 
From the standpoint of drainage 
and fresh air, high ground is desir­ 
able. 
If too high, cold winds in win­ 
ter and the difficulty of hauling feed 
up to the barn are things to consider, 
loiter on we shall point out the de­ 
sirability of having running water 
in the barns, and a hilltop location 
might prevent that. 
A gently sloping hill, with a south­ 
ern exposure, is very good. 
In any 
event the cow barn should run north 
and south, or nearly so, in order that 
both the morning and afternoon sun 
may shine in on the stalls. 
Sanita­ 
tion, as my readers know, is now be­ 
coming a m atter of law in many lo­ 
calities, where officials who have 
to 
do with the health of the community 
are regulating the barns where the 
milk is produced. 
Keep this one thought in mind. A 
cow does her best work at producing 
milk 
during 
the 
warm 
summer 
months. 
The more comfortable you 
make her in cold weather the great­ 
er will be your profits. 
Several types of barns are now in 
use on American farms. In the cold 
er States the basement barn is pop­ 
ular. 
It is made by digging out the 
side of a hill so that one or two sides 
of the second story will be on a lev­ 
el with the ground. 
This makes 
warm barn in winter and a cool barn 
in summer, but it may be far 
from 
healthy because of lack of ventila­ 
tion. 
Perhaps the commonest 
type 
is 
the plain two-story building with 
a
